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THOUGHTS ON BUSINESS

BE A MAN FIRST 


B 


EFORE one can be a sound business man he must first 
be a sound man. When an artist paints a picture con- 
taining human figures he must not try to hide defective 


proportions of a figure by the clothing, but must first make 
sure that the outline of the anatomy is correct before he at- 
tempts to paint the clothing. One of the worst faults a pic- 
ture can have is to be "out of drawing." No amount of won- 
der-work in color or conception can atone for faults in the 
^anatomy of the figures. And there are few to defend a pic- 
ture in which there are serious faults of anatomy. 


There are some persons in business life who think they 


can cover up the evidences of a defective manhood by lay- 
ing on thick the colors of an outward 
business 
success. 


They think that if they can only get the place and the power 
they will also get the honor and the satisfaction that comes 
from worthy achievement. But like the unskilled artist, 
they deceive themselves most of all. Nothing can atone for 
defective character, and nothing can hide it. A few super- 
ficial persons may give undue credit to mere appearances, 
but the critics whose opinions determine the real standing 
of the work will not be deceived—and their criticisms wil! 
take away any shallow satisfaction that may be found in 
superficial applause. Nothing but sound manhood can win 
the true reward of sound manhood.

Uso xof Federal Patronage to Secure 


Arouses Hostility to 


Administration.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18—The 


bitter 
light 
in 
Kiorida 
over the 


delegations to the Republican national 
convention is only indicative of what 
is likely to happen in many of the 
southern states. The bplit in Florida 
is between the federal employees and 
tin* *-**' Republicans in that slate. It 
is ^-^ tn'o that there arc not very 
man.,- Republicans in Florida. In 1901 
the state c.ist for Roosevelt 8,311 \otes, 
or le-;s than one-quarter of the total 
vote. l!nt even states in which there 
are no chances of electoral votes are 
useful prior to a national convention 
for votes in that convention. So Flor- 
ida and Georgia. South Carolina and 
Mississippi, are 
being worked for 


Roosevelt or Taft delegations. Florida 
was lirst to revolt, and, having led the 


way, 
it seems probable that the other 


states will 'follow. 


Florida,, through its Republican con- 


vention, refused to indorse Taft. The 
Taft people say that the convention 
was bolted by the Fairbanks or possi- 
bly the Cannon advocates. The Fair- 
banks and Cannon people say that the 
convention was bolted by the Taft 
supporters. Few people at this ^nd of 
the wires know which of these claims 
is riglit. As a matter of fact, it is not 
important -which is correct. The im- 
portant thing is that the first southern 
state to select a delegation to the Chi- 
cago convention has selected two and 
that there will be a contest first be- 
fore the committee on credentials and 
afterward before the convention to de- 
termine which delegation from Florida 
shall be seated. And more.- This Flor- 
ida clash means much. The claim will 
be made at the Republican national 
convention that the delegates chosen 
and instructed for Taft were picked 
out by the federal ofn< eholdors in Flor- 
ida. The question will be raised as to 
whether the administration 'has the 
right to use tlie power of federal pat- 
ronage in order to secure delegates to 
a national convention. Thit Mr. Roose- 
velt is ^o using it everybody knows. 
From'the Portland on the F'a'eific coast 
to the Portland* on the Atlantic, from 
Key West to tnp ,S|uilt Ste. 'ftarie. ev- 
ery federal officeholder is engaged in 
pressing* the Apolitical--purposes of the 
administration. As a civil - service re- 
-former Mr. Roosevelt was-, great in the 
days of his yonth, 'but as a performer 
today, when he has power to accom- 
plish something, he is a disappoint- 
ment if not indeed a sham. 


The Republican contest in Florida is 


not unique. It is as bitter m Xew York. 
But in the Empire State three-fifths 
at least of the Republicans will refuse 
to vote for Governor Hughes even if 
he should be nominated. It is savage 
in AViseonsin. where true Republican- 
ism is represented by La Follette and 
the bogus brand by rich men who care 
only to defeat La Follette. The fight 
appears 
in Iowa, where 
Governor 


Cummins is slowly but surely driving 
out of public life the men who stand 
for what has come to be called the 
stand pat policy, has forced the re- 
tirement of t-uo member* of congress 
and will in all probability retire to pri- 
vate life Senator Aliisun. who has 
been in the senate over thirty years. 


They talk about a diiidecl Democ- 


racy. 'Democratic papers are foolish 
enough to use this term. But as a 
matter of fact the 'Democratic party 
was never more united, the Kepul>- 
liean party never more torn by in- 
ternal dissension-*. There is not one 
man mentioned for (he presidential 
nomination on the Republican side. 
who could poll the full vote of his 
party.

Democratic Unity. 


As against this obvious disunion on 


the Republican side is complete unity 
among Democrats. It is perfectly true 
that there are several possible candi-, 
dates for the presidency in the Dem- 
ocratic party. This is as it should be. 
The Democracy docs not want a cut 
and dried convention, with the nomi- 
nation of any one man a foregone 
conclusion. The party wants several 
candidates and expects that the names, 
of several men will he presented to its 
convention. 
Iso doubt Judson Har- 


mon will have through his friends a 
hearing there. 
Doubtless the name of 


Senator Charles A. Culberson. the 
leader of the Democratic minority in 
the senate and a man ugaiiist whose 
patriotism and Democracy no word 
of criticism can be uttered, will be 
offered for consideration. 
Probably, 


too, 
(Governor John A. Johnson will be 


suggested to the delegates, and his 
work in the cau«e of Democracy in 
the northwest, where to be a DCMIIO- 
crat means to take- Ions ch.mces po- 
litically, justifies a respectful hearing 
for the claims of his iricnds. Possibly 
Judge (ifray -of Delaware will have 
his state delegation, an.d it is jus-t 
barely possible that Massachusetts 
may present the name of former Gov- 
ernor W. L. DoujUns of that state. 


But a multitude of candidates does 


not necessarily mean a number of fac- 
tional fights. In the Democratic 01- 
ganization today there is no such a bit- 
ter personal factional, fight as that 
which is tearing the Republican party 
to pieces in Ohio or in New York. In 
the Democratic convention every man 
will have his day in court. So far as 
I know, and I have been in a position 
to watch the matter rather carefully, 
no aspirant for the Democratic nomi- 
nation has so conducted his campaign 
as to prevent either his receiving the 
loyal support of any other aspirant 
should he be nominated or to estop 
•him from giving his own support to 
whosoever may- be the nominee of the 
convention. 


The President and Labor. 


Within a few d.iy«. possibly before 


the publication of this letter. President 
Roosevelt will send in another mes- 
sage which will probably make the 
conservative elenfeiit' in his 
party 


stand against. This one is going to be 
cbieflj" on labor questions.' It is going 
to urge" amendments of tlie antitrust 
law so that It can no longer be used, 
as''thas'-feir if "has been chiefly used, 
against organized labor. The adminis- 
tration has been lala-rmecl by the three 
deeisicmVo'f the United States supreme 
court bearing upon ,tUe labor guestiou 
within the -last .two 'or; three months- 
Erery--decision has been against the 
interests of labor and the working peo- 
ple in geueial. It ,is trne that the ad- 
ministration is not responsible and 
should not be field responsible for 
what the United-States supVeme court 
may do. But it sb-'happens that every 
law tvhich the court "bis hafl occasion 
to construe bea'ring upon the labor 
question has been a Republican law, 
and'two or threejof these statutes were 
enacted during tne'reign of Hoosevelt. 
The court has declared unconstitution- 
al the act making employers liable for 
damages for accidents occurring to 
emploj-ees during the prosecution of 
their duties. It has prohibited the boy- 
cott as a combination in restraint of 
trade. A loser United States court has 
even declared that to publish the name 
of a firm as "unfair" is illegal. These 
decisions, coming one fast upon the 
heels of the other, .have naturally wor- 
ried the president,' who is very much 
in politics today. Elis pet candidate for 
the Republican nomination. Secretary 
Taft. is somewhat unpopular in lalxjr 
circles because of the eagerness -with 
which when lie was United States 
judge he seized upon the device of gov- 
ernment by iniuii'-tion and sravo it the 
widest use thiit it received anywhere 
in the United States. 


There was talk enough about Taft's 


hostility to labor before these deci- 
sions were handed down. As a result 
the whole politics of the administra- 
tion recently hns been directed toward 
correcting the feeling among the mem- 
bers of organized labor that Taft and 
the administration do not stand for its 
interests. One illustration of this has 
I*M»U the sivld'-n removal from office of 
Public Printer Stillinirs. Mr. SfiHinsrs 
bad been publi' printer for nearly two 
years despite the bitter protest*; of rep- 
resentatives of the Federation of La- 
bor and of otln-r organization^. On the 
lalmr side Stilliiiss was <-hanred with

LAWS OF WAR. 


The Code That Governs Hostilities Be- 


tween Civilized Nations. 


The "laws of war" as at present for- 


mulated by the civilized nations forbid 
th'e use of 'poison agaiust the enemy; 
murder by treachery, as, for example, 
assuming the uniform or displaying 
the flag of a foe; the murder of those 
who have surrendered, whether upon 
conditions or at discretion; declara- 
tions that no quarter will be given to 
an enemy; the use of such arms or 
projectiles -as will cause unnecessary 
pain or suffering to an enemy; the 
abuse of a flag of truce to gain infor- 
mation concerning an enemy's posi- 
tious; all unnecessary destruction 'of 
property, whether public or private. 


They also declare that only fortified 


places shall be besieged, open cities or 
villages not to be subject to siege or 
bombardment; that public buildings of 
whatever character, whether belonging 
to church or state, shall be spared; 
that plundering by private soldiers or 
their officers shall be considered inad- 
missible; that prisoners shall be treat- 
ed with common humanity; that the 
personal effects and private property 
of prisoners, excepting tbeir arms and 
ammunition, shall be respected; that 
the population of an enemy's country 
shall be considered exempt from par- 
ticipation In the war unless by hostile 
acts they provoke the ill will of the 
enemy. 


Personal and family honor and the 


religious convictions of an invaded 
people must be respected by the in- 
vaders and nil pillage by regular troops 
or their followers strictly forbidden.
